We; Elder Sons ot the -same great Father-Mother which hore 
vou who are the younger <sons, are taught that the same far 1s- 
tant bodies at which you gaze s0 longinely at tmmes are but holes 
in the great blanket of space, as 1s this seemingly <otled hody your 
heavy teet now press $0 haltingly.

J When the Masters founded the Temple of the People, one of 


the most specific statements they made was, 1n_ ettect, that they 
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would endeavor to s$mphlty as many of their teachings as was pos- 
S1ble tor the sake oft the newer students, s1nce many of the teach- 
ings given to their first students- through Madam DBlavatsky had 
failed of their purpose in one respect, they were too recondite 
and the terminology was too unfamiliar to freely accomplish their 
purpose as tar as the masses of the people were concerned. Con- 
Sequently, Such terminology has heen avoided in all Temple teach- 
ings, as far as has been poss1hle, and the same rule has heen and 
will be applied to the commentaries published Dy Us. ..-.S0;.-When.”we 
are criticized tor using terms more familiar to the English speaking 
race; terms which are indicative ot the-same great Beings, cosmic 
events and conditions of matter referred to in the Secret Doctrine 
11 other words, and in the Sanscrit language, we <shall have to 
bear such criticism as best we can, fteehnsg certain that our efforts 
will be respected by many. FEspecially will we endeavor to use the 
terms modern rehgtous svstems have apphed to the same or. s1m- 
ilar truths: expressed in ancient rehg1ous systems and 1mm foreign 
languages, except in imstances where no equivalent can be tound 
in the Engehsh language. 

mhepretace tothe: irst volume: of the : Secret Doctrine, 
\adam Blavatsky unequivocally states that the two books s  en- 
titled do not comprise © The Secret Doctrine” in toto. The Stanzas 
and some few quotations from commentaries as given therein are 
taken trom the Book of Dzyan, which m 1ts entirety 15 that *doc- 
trine.” 

In a private instruction Madam BÞlavatsky relates that she has 
been given "a thandful of-seed to: sow:*-- This "Seed 1s, mn part, 
the nineteen Stanzas and the: above mentioned quotations. The 
first Section of the Stanzas consists of the Seven Stanzas of the 
first volume of the Secret Doctrine, called *Cosmovgenests. The 
Second section 1s made up of the twelve. Stanzas of the second 
volume, entitled **Anthropogenests. _ The third section of the 
Stanzas, *Theogenesis,” has been given to the undersigned and, 
together with commentaries, 1s heing published in the TEMPLE 
ARTISAN as fast as circumstances will permit. 

Some of the critics of the last section of the Stanzas recerved, 
have taken it for granted that the last lines of those Stanzas are 
prophetic of the changes to occur during the sixth suh-race of the 
present the fifth, root race, while Master Morva has stated that 


*they concern the changes to occur in some of the suh-races of 


the s1xth root race, from which we are separated by many mil- 


lions of years. 
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According to a statement of Master Morya's, there are forty- 
three unprinted shlokas between the last shloka of the Seventh 
Stanza 1n the first volume of the Secret Doctrine and the first 
Shloka of the first Stanza of the second volume, and others are 
miS<ing from other Stanzas, which concern the evolution of man 
from the human Dhyan Chohan. There are quite as many missing 
Shlokas hetween Some of the last section received. The first four 
Stanzas ot the latter, *.Fheogenes1s,”” refer particularly to different 
periods of the second, third and fourth, and the first divisions of 
the fifth suhb-races of the present—the fifth root race. The many 
m1=sing shlokas probably refer to some, 1f not all, of the sub- 
d1visons which may be hriefly referred to as family races. Con- 
Sequently, 1t -must he understood that the last mentioned Stanzas 
are not 1n_cirect sequence as they would appear in the Book of 
[Zzvan. 

There must have occurred a wide gap, therefore many missing 
Shlokas hetween the end of the fifth and the beginning of the s1xth 
Stanzas. As we understand it. there are many phases of evolution 
reterred to mn the missimg $shlokas and stanzas not absolutelv neces- 
Sarv tor a broad outline of that suhþject, and also many others that 


which will be the birthrigcht of the sixth -and seventh races. One 
of these senses will he evolved in the s1xth race, and the other, the 
<vnthetic sense, in the seventh race. Not heing in_posses$10n of 
these senses, we are in no poxsition to comprehend the symbolic 
hevures of Speech in which the missing. Stanzas are couched, many 
of which relate to” the phenomena and the lives of the sixth and 
Seventh sub-races of this root race, durins which great changes 
will take place in the human body and. the manner of hving. 

The Avatar first indicated in Theogenesis is the Avatar of tne 
fhſth root race, while the Great One snhsequently referred to in the 
Seventh Stanza of the series published in the ARTISAN of December, 
1913, is the svnthetic Christ, or Avatar—the Nirmanakya' body of 
the Ego which has manifested in the body of each Avatar ot the 
preceding YOOFT-rACECS. | 

The instruction entitled Group Souls” given to Templars by 
one of the Masters as clearly indicates the orouping of Avatars as 
it does. the grouping of lesser human beings whose bodies are the 
manifestations 1m form— of a simngle spiritual heing. This Being 18 
the Spiritual Father-Mother of its children—the aforementioned 
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bodies—and 1s sometimes termed the Regent of the Star to which 
St1ch a group belongs,—not the astrological sar, but that which 
has been termed the Star of our Divinity” —the Dhyani Buddhi,— 
planetary spirit, which presides over every. birth of every human 
being who 1s of 1ts essence throuznout a Manvantara. There are 
Seven Dhyani Buddhis, as there are <even planets helonging to this 
Solar system, tour open and three secret.

The relation of the earth to the un illustrates and Sy mbolizes 


that equilibrium coupled with freedom and usefulness which Should 
characterize each individual soul. This equilibrium 18 attained by 
a perfect balance between opposing tIorces. 

The centripetal force would draw our earth to the smm and thus 
burn. out all planetary life. Ihe centrifugal force on the con- 
trary would drive the lonely earth entity into the infimte cold with

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equal destruction to planetary life. The halance between these 
al 

forces, however, unifies the earth's orbit and the Solar svstem at 
just that point where human life may thrive. 


[n the individual soul the centripetal force 1s the tendency to - 


Spend one's life in rapt contemplation of the Divine; 1t 1s the ten- 
dency which would lead one to devote one's life to the absorption 
of Spiritual principles and to the perfection of one's' s0ul. the 
centrifugal force on the other hand is the tendency which sends us 
into the practical material affairs of hte; which would occupy. our 
minds. with the details wf every day affairs whether hecause of 
greed or of a dexsire to serve. Either force alone 1s destructive of 
the opportunity to realize one's own form of hfe which may be 
«cleftined as freedom. Only 1n the perfect balance between these 
forces 1s that treedom realized. 

The average man misses his way because he 1s dominated by 
the centrifugal torce with 1ts  separating tendencies and consC- 
quences. The s$piritual neophyte 1s apt to nnss 1t through the 
domination of the centripetal torce with 1ts tendency to absorh the 
Soul 11 personal adoration. of $piritual things. The balance, the 
ability to realize one s human and divine form of hte, the treedom, 
1s attained when the ceire, the wonder, and the love of learning 
the truths of our divine spiritual unity is balanced by continuous 
eftorts to apply them to_ the realization of this unity in every day 
attairs.

The man of the world ot course. needs to seck s$piritual truths 
that his ite ot external details may be illumined and regenerated 
by a desire to serve which will dominate his desire to acquire. 

The man of the $pirit needs to restrain, control and direct his 
torces. They should be externalized hecause only in the external 
relations of man_ with man do $piritual truths become facts of life. 
\Terely as personal intellectual conceptions or .as personal emo- 
tional experiences, without active and continuous. practical expres- 
$100 1n every day life, they are eddy currents which retard rather 
than advance the flow of divinity into the consciousness of man 
and thence into the hfe of that greatest of unities, of which we are 
all parts. 

As no two human heings are alike in temperament and genius 
the direction which these external activities take will differ widely. 
Some will become teachers of $piritual truths. Others will find life 
in devoting themselves to business in order to make it a field for 


reciprocal Service rather than for gratifying greed. Another type

of man will give his hte to political activities. All our countless 
efforts to externalize $spiritual truth are good. . 

There 1s one great principle in them all which should be recog- 
11zed. Tt 1s svmbolized in the building of a house as 1t must be 
realized in the building of the $piritual Temple of Mankind. In 
cither case an excavation must he made and the foundation must 
lie laid properly therem hefore the superstructure 1m which we are 
to live may he built. We can go no further than to plan the 
Temple and to gather materials for 1t until the foundation 1s laid 
in the excavation prepared for it. And the first step toward con- 
<truction 18 to make excavation. 

This foundation of the spiritual Temple consists of the just 
conditions under which men eventually will live m this material 
world. The excavation for it, which 1s the first work of construc- 
ton, consists 1n actively and efficiently attacking the 1injustice of 
things as they are. Until present conditions are just, and all men 
are 1n_ freedom. regenerate s$piritual life 1s: 1mposs1hble. I his 15 
true hecause there can be no regeneration except in freedom and 
Decause, Since humanity 1s an organic unit the regeneration of the 
individual is contingent on the regeneration of the larger organmsm 
of. which he 1s 'a part. Prior to active and $successful attacks on 
present unjust conditions therefore we can go no further than to 
lraw architect's plans of the Temple and gather materials for the 
Structure; we cannot build 1t. 

Now the conditions under which men hve are determined by 
our man-made laws, and especially by those laws which govern cach 
man s opportunity. for access to the common Mother of all material 
I1fe—The Earth. For this reason political activities with particular 
reference to the removal of unjust economic conditions come first 
n the actual building of the Temple. They constitute the excava- 
tron for the foundation. 

This does not mean that other activities are not necessary þe- 
tore and after construction has been started. Far from it. The 
teacher of spiritual truths, for example, has a prior function. ths 
is the task of -familiarizing apprentice builders. by rational -and 
non-authoritative methods, with his conception of the architect's 
plans. In doing this he also is gathering materials for the Temple. 
So als with educators, scientists, statesmen and others who lead 
their disciples to: think for themselves and to recognize the unity 
of man. They, too, are gathering materials for the Temple. 

Dut while these preliminary activities are essentially necessary 
they do not in themselves build the Temple or any part of it. 
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They supply the plans and the materials; the actual construction 
begins with the excavation for the foundation, and the first ma- 
terials needed are those to he nsed in that work. 

As in building the loftiest and most heautitul of material hah- 
tations we must first dis into the bowels of the earth and hne 
the excavation with strong materials which will remain as the bas1s 
for the life which is to dwell in the superstructure ; 0 als) 1m 
building the $spiritual Temple, we must first dig into the howels of 
man-made laws which govern material relationships and line them 
with stones of Justice which will remain as the bass for the com- 
mon $piritual hte of organic regenerate humanity which 1s to dwell 
in the upper reg1ons of the completed Temple. 

Nothing is sufficient unto itself. Interdependence is the corol- 
lary of Unity. And Unity, Beauty, Strength and Wisdom are the 
pillars that <ustain the Temple of Lite, whether  n the cosmic, the 
human or in the social organism. Without Beauty (harmony ) 
there could he no Unity. Without Strengih, Beautv would be 
CUglhness. Without Wisdom, Strength becomes \Weakness. So 1n 
terms of the qualities, establish the toundation lines of Unity 
Beauty, Strength and Wisdom, co-ordinating hfe with those qualities 
in everything around us. Then we work with the divine and nat- 
ural purpose of the Master-Buildler of the Temple of the Umniverse. 
This means strong search and effort, aspiration and sacrifice. 
There 1s no royal road. Whatever of lasting gocd comes we pay 
the price for in some way. If we gain s$piritual wisdom we have 
paid the price 1n material sacrifices of some kind. If we gain the 
inner hfe, we have paid in some degree in terms of the outer life. 
In other words, we must redeem matter, our outer selves, as we 
near the goal of eternal light. We must he nourished daily. per- 
haps on the fruits of injustice and misunderstanding—and be silent 
in the fhre while the transmuting flames do the purifying work. 


Then the dross 1s burned away and the pure life remains a fit 
foundation on which to base spiritual responsibility. How can we 
rule cities, nations, planets—rule with God—until we rule our- 
Selves* The foundation $stones of the Great Temple must be 
without fault cr blemish—must be living stones—purified souls— 
unihed, harmonized, and strengthened with an all-wise natural and 
divine purpose hefore they are fit to be emplaced and function 
divine consctousness, knowledge and wisdom. 

To gather together earnest men and women who grasp the 
inner and outer meaning of the real foundation of the Temple as 
outlined above and who are ready to put their life to real service
